$4000 for one appearance. Pickens 
said he expected to close a contract 
with the Texas fair shortly and had 
several other lucrative propositions 


under consideration. 
In addition to the contracts to 


be filled, the flyers ‘earned $8800 
while in the air and will have about 
$3500 left. in their public subscrip- 
tion flight fund when bills for fuel 
and help are paid, giving them a 
total for cash on hand and im- 
mediate earnings of about .$43,000. 

Pickens is to receive 25 per 
cent of all contracts he closes, and 
William Brewster and P. Vz. 
(Shorty) Chaffee, the refueling 
crew, who will accompany the fly- 
ers, will receive salaries to be de- 
termined. Brewster received $200 
a week for’ piloting the refueler 
during the flight and Chaffee got 
$160 a week. 

Cause of Landing. 

The flyers and their manager 
differed as’ to the cause of the 
landing, generally. attributed to a 
cracked crankcase. and engine 
trouble. 

Pickens today frankly stated to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
“there was no profit in contin- 
uing a free show.” ‘“Everybody 
wanted to trade with the boys on 
the basis of a nickel for a $5 gold 
piece,” the veteran sports promo- 
“It was time to eome 
down and gather in some dough.

ROUTH is working havoc with Mis- 

sour.’s fish, partly from drying 
streams and ponds, but more because of 
destruction wrought by larger fish and 
other enemies. The Game and Fish De- 
partment is not helping matters by res- 
cuing fish from drying pools and placing 
them in overcrowded ponds and streams. 
In drouths. when ponds shrink and 
stream pools contract to mere puddles, 
fish of edible size should be taken and 
eaten. and the little ones might as well 
be left to their fate. 

Nature provides about 1000 times as 
many young for every variety of Mis- 
souri fish as can possibly reach maturity. 
Countless billions of fry of every variety 
were spawned this season. Most of these 
will serve as food for larger fish, as is 
ever their fate, but sufficient will sur- 
vive, hidden under gravel, trash and 
debris, unti] fall rains revive our streams 
and fill the ponds and lakes. These lit- 
tle fellows, unnoticeable unless one care- 
fully analyzes the muck of stream or 
pond, when given pienty of water with 
the abundance of food that accompanies 
flush streams, will grow with surprising 
rapidity. 

Now is the time, when waters are low, 
for friends of good fishing to clear ponds 
and pools of large fish of every species 
and enemies of every sort. 

Fishermen should be encouraged to 
clear stream and pond of every sizable 
fish, and to mop up on turtles, gar, 
carp, snakes and other denizens that feed 
upon fish. Let Missouri citizens get all 
benefits possible dut of the situation, re- 
membering always that in spite of every 
effort made by man, there will yet re-

ST. LOUIS AND TAX REFORM. 

The Post-Dispatch has explained in general terms 
the changes im the tax system of the State recom- 
mended by the Governor's Survey Commission. 

The Commission found gross inequalities in the 
distribution of the tax burdens. Tangible property 
through the general property tax has been bearing 
96 per cent of the tax burden, while intangible prop 
erty—that old tax dodger—although far exceeding 
in value the tangible property, bore only 4 per cent.

Under the chagges recom- 
mended by the Commission, property that pays no 
income or a very small income will be relieved of 
excessive taxation, and the great bulk of income- 
paying property now evading taxation will bear its 
just burden.

This relief varies in different counties, depending

OWN in Southern Skane, in the pileas- 
ant little village of Gardilosa, 80 En- 
glish miles from Malmo and 20 from 
¥stad, is the ancestral home of Col. Charies 
A. nd bergh. 
ie house, forming with its barns, also 
of stone, a square about a large’ cobbied 
barnyard, and rebuilé in 1371 by Per Ben- 
desson after a fire in 1369, has changed 
hands many times. since Ola Mansson, 
“Lindy’s” paternal grandfather, left for 
America. 
if gather low and squat. with very large 
reoms, well furnished and specklessly kept. 
Ola Mangson’s former home suddenly be- 
came so famous in 1927 that even French 
newspapers were trying to spell its name. 
The many Lindbergh families of Sweden 
who were searching among family tradi- 
tleas and Bibles and memories for those 
relatives who Rad emigrated could have 
wept .when it was discovered that Ola 
Mansson of Gardlesa had changed his name 
to Ola Lindbergh when he got to Minne- 
sota. That was a common practice aniong 
our Scandindyian immigrants whose names 
were difficult for Americans to pronounce. 
When the facts were established, there 
was astonishment as well aa sorrow in 


Skane. For the memory of Ola Mansson, 


four times a member of the Swedish Per- 
liament between 1347 and 1854, still lived 
in the minds of the older peopie down there 
at the southern tip of Sweden. During 
most if not all of his four terms Mansson 
had represented two parishes and had two 
votes. His peers in the Riksdag made him 
a member of the Finance Committee and 
a representative on the board of the Malmo 
branch of the Bank of Sweden. 

He is destribed as a man of unusual 
strength and vigor, a very prosperous farm- 


It is an excellent, house, even — 


er wifh a good deal of education, and a 
close personal friend of Charlies XV. As a 
Riksdag member he was an eloquent speak- 
er, and although noted for his typical 
Skanian phlegm, he could also get excited 
and even choleric. 
He was a man of decided opinions, rath- 
advanced for that age, but a Swedish 
encyclopedia asserts that “his never doubt- 
ed honesty made even his opponents re- 
pect him during the hottest debates.” He 
was especially interested in the building of 
railways, just then the much discussed new 
means of communication, considered 
“tmipossible” and “visionary” by many of 
Mansson’s colleagues and contemporaries. 
It is said that nene other than his friend 
Charlies XV. while stili Crown Prince. ad- 
vised Manssen to cut the Gordian knot of 
his difficulties by emigrating. For in his 
relations with ethers, the man was self- 
conscious and stubborn, and as the years 
rolled on his self-confidence grew worse 
until at last he lost his seat in the Riksdag.

reached such fantastic Jevels as to 
suggest deliberate inflation. In al- 
most all the elementary needs of 
life an acute shortage exists. Bread, 
meat, sugar, butter and pther food- 
stuffs are sharply rationed. 

Lines of people, he remarked, 
may everywhere be seen patiently 
waiting for their allowance of food. 
They are bluntly told by the Gov- 
ernment that for the sake of future 
generations they must suffer for 
another two or three years. 


Peasants Hoard Silver. 


The peasants, he continued, are 
hoarding silver money to such an 
extent that the metal has almost 
ceased to be a medium of payment 
jin Russia. At the same time the 


city population is converting paper 
money into tangible articlés of 
merchandise, which later can be 
sold or exchanged for foodstuffs if 
the ruble collapses. 

He found a dearth of . shoes, 
dress goods, paper, tobacco and 
other articles. A pair of new 
shoes in Moscow costs . 120 rubles 
(the gold ruble is worth about 60 
cents). 

“The coming winter will be a 
most serious one for the Soviets, 


and may well try their entire eco- 
nomic edifice. But the crop prom- 
| ises to be one of the best in their 
| history and may save the = situa- 
tion.’ 

Discussing 
and economical situation, Prof. 
Harper said “while the Soviets 
have built a number of gigantic 
factories, grain elevators, hydro- 
electric enterprises, and steel and 
iron foundries, the construction is 
not always of the best. 

Where these factories are actual- 
ly producing, the quality in some 
cases is distinctly poor. But still 
all these things may be considered
